But shallowness and governance by polling is an all-party 
affair. Stephan Dion’s record as environment minister leaves 
much to be desired, however much he may champion the cause 
now. Even Jack Layton, with the NDP’s historic backing of 
environmental causes, is marred by his work with the Conserv- 
atives on the Clean Air Act, a bill widely dismissed by environ- 
mentalists as useless.

QUESTIONABLE GUARDIANS 


THE GUARDIAN ANGELS, A CONTROVERSIAL VOLUNTEER 
organization that patrols city neighbourhoods to make 
citizen’s arrests, has plans for an Edmonton group. 

This SEE staffer often met the group in downtown London, 
ON, on their weekend patrols. The graying members walked 
the busy bar strip Richmond Row, enduring rain, snow, sleet, 
and the ridicule of drunken university students. They occasion- 
ally administered first aid, but their impact on the safely of the 
street was dubious at best. 

Founded in New York's South Bronx in ‘79, the group has 
made several attempts at seeding the organization here in 
Canada. Calgary's group was established last summer, Van- 
couver's last year, and an Ottawa group is planned in the near 
future. Px ; 

The Toronto group has faced the most opposition, with the 
police and various community groups shunning themas 
potentially dangerous and ultimately unnecessary. Police Chief

Michael Boyd, on the other hand, has welcomed the group to 
Edmonton and encouraged connections with the Millwoods 
community patrol. 

The Guardian Angels no doubt have the best of intentions, 
but Edmontonians should be wary. Their screening process 
does include criminal record check and interviews, but the 
role calls out for those looking for Cartman-like authori-TAH, 
while lacking the accountability as the police (ostensibly) have 
to the citizens of Edmonton. 

With their boots, berets and matching jackets, they project a 
sort of “civilian paramilitary” look that could attract more trou- 
ble than the group prevents. Ben Kaplan went undercover with 
the group for the Globeand Mail when the Toronto group was 
started. He said he felt like the member rival gang while 
patrolling Regent Park—a neighbourhood with a violent repu- 
tation. While on patrol, at the worst the group had a gun 
flashed at them, and at best we teased and heckled.

Trickle down funding 


Looking a gift horse in the mouth 


IN THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA, ARTS 
funding is a precious resource, so 
when the feds offer Edmonton 
$2,000,000 and a designation as a 
Cultural Capital for 2007, the city 
must put every red cent to good use. 

But, local artists and cultural 
workers are questioning whether the 
funding will reach individual 

’ artists—or just support the usual cul- 
tural organizations. 

Lyn X, program manager for 
Edmonton Small Press Association, 
doesn’t think the designation will 
make much difference. 

“My feeling is it’s going to benefit 
the same old-same old, well estab- 
lished groups and artists and I don’t 
think that it is going to trickle 
down,” she says. “Edmonton is still 
based on that concept of the flagship 
organizations like the opera and the 
ballet. I’ve been bitching about that 
for years because it’s just not equi- 
table in my opinion.” 

Toronto artists voiced similar 
complaints during Hogtown’s turn 
in 2005-2006. The city’s Live with 
Culture campaign kicked off huge 
re-investments in the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, the National Ballet School 
and the Royal Conservatory of 
Music. Highly publicized stunts like 
classical musicians playing in sub- 
ways grabbed attention, but didn’t 
affect the average artist. The money 
didn’t trickle down to community 
groups and individuals, painter 
March Gregoroff said at the time. 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS 

The total budget for the yearlong 
campaign is $3,295,000, with 
Edmonton kicking in 40 per cent. 
About half of that budget will reach 
artists, says John Mahon, executive 
director of the Edmonton Arts 
Council. The rest of the funding will 
go towards symposia, surveys, mar- 
keting, and administration. 

The city hopes to increase aware- 
ness and recognition of it’s artistic 
and cultural communities. On the 
national scene, the city hopes to 
boost Edmonton’s image as a cultur- 
al and artistic destination. 

“Essentially, what it boils down to 
is more art, by more artists, and 
more appreciation and value placed 
on that activity by Edmontonians,” 
says Mahon. 

Beyond “raising awareness,” the 
city has very specific goals, includ- 
ing: 30 new works of poetry, 18 new 
or significantly enhanced art works 
and encouraging the careers of at 
least eight emerging artists. 

Adriana Davies, executive direc-

Mahon expects the community 
arts programs to expose less estab- 
lished artists with edgier projects. 

“If we only get artists who are 
established, who want to write 
another comedy for the Fringe, then 
I think we haven't gotten our mes- 
sage out,” he says. 

But that task might be more diffi- 
cult than he thinks. Emerging artists 
must overcome many obstacles to 
receive grant money. 

Newer artists lack the skills and

confidence for grant writing, says. 
Anya Tonkonogy, managing curator 
for the Portal Art Gallery, a new 
exhibition space that focuses on 
emerging artists. Sometimes it takes 
10 or more applications before they 
produce a winning submission. She 
lived in Montreal for a few years and 
contends that Quebec does a much 
better job of informing the arts com- 
munity on obtaining funding and 
suggests Edmonton fund grant-writ- 
ing workshops 

While Tonkonogy welcomes the 
added legitimacy and support the 
title gives Edmonton artists and cul- 
tural workers, she’s still wary. 

“T’ve been trying to convince 
myself that it will make a differ- 
ence,” she says with a laugh. 

Actress Laura Raboud adds that 
grants are time consuming, with 
lengthy applications and post-pro- 
duction reports. 

Grants also don’t allow for long- 


months rent in the bank before con- 
sidering applications. (The average 
two-bedroom apartment in Edmon- 
ton goes for $808 per month, so 
applicants could potentially need 
$2424 in the bank.) The discrimina- 
tion is subtle and would be difficult 
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term planning, says X. In the past, 
the Small Press Association has 
applied for project funding through 
the Edmonton Arts Council, With 
grants that allow for up to $5000, 
they typically get $1500, which 
means they can’t finish any one pro- 
ject. Recently, they’ ve been strug- 
gling to establish user-friendly ‘ 
archives. The group isn’t asking for a 
handout, but rather the “capacity to 
build ourselves a foundation,” she 
says. 


SUSTAINABILITY 

Many artists have called for pro- 
jects that create permanent resources 
for the arts. Terry Wickham, produc- 
er with the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival, would like to see the estab- 
lishment of more groups. The folk 
festival itself was created with a 
grant during Alberta’s 75th Anniver- 
sary. But these are one-time grants 
that do nothing for the long-term 
sustainability of an artist or an orga- 
nization, he says, noting that the 
now defunct City Jazz festival also 
received an anniversary grant. 

Jeff Collins, a painter living and 
working at ArtsHab, says affordable 
studio and living spaces are the best 
investment. Without these options, 
artists will leave Edmonton for less 
expensive cities, he says, regardless 
f federal titles. 


HYPING THE FESTIVAL CITY 

The Cultural Capital program can 
also easily slip into empty civic boos- 
terism, a danger Davies admits. As 
lead researcher on the cultural 
inventory—a database of artistic and 
cultural organizations in Edmon- 
ton—she hopes to validate Edmon- 
ton’s reputation as the Festival city. 

“We have a marvelous opportuni- 
ty. We have a mayor and a city 
council that are really behind 
Edmonton as a creative city and real- 
ly value arts and culture,” she says. 

But will advertising really accom- 
plish that? The Toronto experience 
suggests not. Subway ads, featuring 
lithe 20-somethings holding paint- 
brushes and books were an attempt 
to “raise awareness” of the impor- 
tance of cultural industry, but were 
criticized as clichéd caricatures of 
artists, especially by author R.M. 
Vaughan. 

Edmonton already suffers from 
empty cheerleading, says X. “It’s 
like, yay! Festival City! Let’s pat our- 
selves on the back,” but unless that 
enthusiasm translates into action, 
Edmonton will have missed a huge 


opportunity.

Dr. Cressida Heyes, Canada Research 
Chair in Philosophy of Gender and Sexuial- 
ity, and Professor of Philosophy at the U of 
A, discusses the difficulty of pinning human 
relationships down to biological drives 

“Given the extraordinary range of both actu: 
al behaviors and norms‘in different contexts, 
it’s very hard to conclude much about what is 
biologically preordained. 

“Monogamy is normed in’so many different 
ways,” explains Heyes. “If you look at our cul 
tural fables... you see that narratives in which 
a couple comes together and stays together, 
ecstatically, are what move us.” 

Popular songs feast on monogamy. “Just 
the two of us, we can make it if we try.” Well, 
okay, maybe you can make it, just the two 


: of you, but maybe if you threw in an extra 


person or two... 
Occasionally, you'll hear a song that makes 
monogamy look a real opportunity fucker, like

“Moving in together... was a big, scary step,” 
Patrick remembers. “Two people who share 
me, moving on to sharing a home together 
with me." 

Moving in together? You can hear the bar- 
ricades being personed in greater numbers the 
farther you get into the subject, mostly by the 
same persons who played a part in sticking us 
with the monogamy thing in the first place. 

“The Church has had quite a lot to do with 
it,” says Forth. “In-Christianity it’s the rule 
that you can only have one spouse.” 

And that you should have a spouse! 

“That's the Western ideal... till death do us 
part and all that.” 


MAKING IT WORK 

Once our triovall lived together, communica- 
tion became even more important, “We all sit 
down. very-regularly, and discuss the relation- 
ship,” he explains. “The usual check-ups that 
a relationship needs.” 

This sounds so matter-of-fact to them. | 
don’t remember regular check-ups in my mo 
nogamous history. A lot of break-ups, but not 
a lot of check-ups 

Patrick, Tina, and Ryan admit that their 
relationship takes a hell of a lot of work. 

“A poly relationship is a lot like gardenino ” 


“People are often concerned that someone 
is being taken advantage of,” explains Ryan, 
“that a harem is being kept.” 

Ryan also points out that often people find 
the idea of polyamorous sex unpalatable 
“There's the squick factor,” he says. “If there's 
more people, then there must be more sex, 
they must all be sluts, there's too much sex 
going on to be healthy, etc.’ 

There might be more sex, there might be a 
greater variety of sex. It seems to me that the 
“squick factor” Ryan speaks of has alot to do 
with monos resenting the fact that polys can 
overcome feelings of jealousy and possessive- 
ness, and that they just might be having better 
sex for it. 

Patrick expects that fewer than five hundred 
people in Edmonton identify as polyam- 
orous, but he, Tina, and Ryan all believe that 
polyamory’s popularity is growing. As Ryan 
suggests, * 
from the one-size-fits-all relationship, and just

doing what feels right for them.”

WRESTLING THE GREEN MONSTER 
Rather than jealousy, Patrick says he feels 
“compersion.” 

Compersion is the opposite of jealousy in 
romantic relationships. You feel compersion 
when you get pleasure from thinking about 
your partner getting pleasure from someone 
else. The whole idea makes the jealousy in 
monogamous relationships look terribly self- 
ish, If my partner is sexually and emotionally 
fulfilled, shouldn't that make me happy? Even 
if I'm not the only one fulfilling him? Can we 
learn to overcome jealousy? 

Tina doesn't mention compersion, though. 
She says she does get jealous sometimes: 
“Like when he [Patrick] says he’s not sleep- 
ing in my béd tonight, and he’s sleeping in the 
other bed,” she explains. “But we switch off as 
to who gets who and when.” 

All three are quick to admit that they face 
difficulties, but the troubles they describe are 
often familiar, albeit sometimes with a twist 
Like anyone involved in a romantic relation- 
ship, they worry about what they've gotten 
themselves into, and what might come of it. 
“{1 fear] I've bitten off more than I can chew," 
admits Patrick, “I fear hurting people I love; 

I fear losing them; | fear alienating them 
through my shared love.” 

Tina laughs as she concedes her fear: “That 
lam here only to make babies!” 


Patrick meditates. “You spend so much time 
on your hands and knees mucking around 
in the dirty chores . . . and sometimes you're 
down there so long you almost forget to 
straighten up, take a look around you, and see 
the beautiful things you're helping to grow. 
Just like gardening too, everyone's interested 
in the finished product, but very, very few 
people are interested in the work it took to get 
it this way.” 

Before digging into polyamory, then, best 
to consider if you're up for this kind of 
labour—and if the flowers will be worth it. If 
you're looking for ease and efficiency, poly- 
amory probably isn't the way to go, As Heyes 
explains, (speaking of polygamy, but I think 
the same goes for polyamory) many people 
feel that “it would be impractical to have more 
than one spouse.” 

“I think this shows just how deeply instru- 
mentalised marriage has become!” she adds.

“Qh do I want kids!” exclaims Tina. “[I've 
been] bugging Patrick for a while now to have 
them.” 

They've all obviously thought a lot and 
talked a lot about bringing children into the re- 
lationship. “We're approaching the topic with 
cautious optimism,” Patrick remarks, “but we 
all acknowledge that those newfound stresses 
and priorities once a child is born could spell 
the end of the relationship as it stan 

People tend to see polyamory as just a step 
away from polygamy, with all its negative 
connotations. As Heyes explains, “there is 
tremendous anxiety that marriage to more 
than one person will mean scary fundamental- 
ist polygamy. with downtrodden and sexually 
exploited women locked away behind barbed 
wire in Montana somewhere.” 






A POLYAMORY HOW-TO 
Making the Switch 


1. If your partner is a particularly jeal- 
‘ous or insecure person, and you don’t 
want to lose her or him, forget about it.

5. Stress what's in it for him or her: 

~ “sexual and emotional access to at least 
one, maybe two fantastic people. Don't 
make it sound like a favour! 
6. Talk about your potential poly relo- 
tionship in terms of the infinity of love. 
7. Moye slowly and respectfully. You 
don't want to pressure anyone into 
loving. As Patrick advises, “Anyone at 
any time should be able to say ‘No.’ 
Without repercussion.” 
See what happens. “And if it all falls 
apart, laugh, and keep going. Not 
everything turns out like a porn video!”

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YOU MIGHT THINK THAT BUYING 
sweatshop-free clothes and fair 
trade coffee is enough to make you a 
conscientous consumer. Well, chew 
on this next time you click on the 
cartoon channel: much of the anima- 
tion on our TV and movie screens is 
produced in what might best be 
described as “animation sweat- 
shops” in the Third World. 

“There are virtually no animators 
left in Europe [or North Americal,” 
says French-Canadian comic artist 
Guy Delisle, whose new book, Shen- 
zhen: A Travelogue from China chroni- 
cles his time overseeing once such 
studio. The follow-up to his 
acclaimed ig: A Journey in 
eae ee isa dreamlike 
trip into heart of a bafflingly foreign 
world—think Lost in Translation, 
minus the romance and the retro 
soundtrack. 

“T started both books slowly, just 
really taking notes about my time in 
China and North Korea and seeing 
what it was that was inspiring me,” 
he says. 

Born and raised in Quebec City, 
the 40 year old animator has lived in 
France for 15 years, watching, he 
says, as domestic animation studios 
“shrink from having, 50 or 60 anima- 
tors to being this one guy sitting 
there drawing storyboards.” The 
animation is done overseas. 

The upshot of this outsourcing is 
that, a few years ago, Delisle himself 
was flying to Asia to supervise a stu- 
dio, where, as he writes in Shenzhen, 
“my job [was] more a matter of 
patching a leaky boat than actually 
directing a team of animators.” 

As both and Shenzhen 
attest, this sub-contracting has lead 
to a drastic lowering of animation 
quality, fueled by irritating language 
and cultural barriers—not to men- 
tion passive-agpressive animation 
teams working in less-than-ideal 


conditions who know full wei} th 
they're being exploited. 

Realizing he wouldn't be iy As 
long enough to become an auth, 
on the culture (two months in jj, 
Korea, six in China), he decided, 
write not so much about Asia as 
about being a foreigner. 

“I decided to bring the reader 
my footsteps and show them Whall 
was seeing,” he says. “I realized)

Delisle realized that he had bee, 
given a rare opportunity to go 
“behind the curtain without hayig 
to play their game and be fed they 
propaganda. 

Delisle is happy to let his reade 
draw their own conclusions pesil 
ally as well as politically—a dima, 
sion that he doesn’t shy away frog 

“Tf had to draw Shenzhen ove 
again, I’d put in even more politic 
information like I did in Pyongya 
Itjustadds to thestory.” 

Now working full-time as a pig 
comic artist and writing about aij 
to Burma, Delisle is an energeticy 
ponent of the comic book, and 
happy that he’s part of a new wave 
of cartoonists who see the artfom! 
potential as a grown-up medium 

“A lotofus were brought up 
reading comic books and stopped 
because there was nothing appro 
ate to read,” he says. “There isa 
demand out there for comic bools 
for and by adults.”

| DON’T OFTEN DIP INTO REVIEWER 
cliche-talk, but I'll make an exception when 
talking about Guy Delisle’s exe auto- 
biographical graphic novel. 

To wit: if you only read ONE graphic 
novel this year, make it Shenzhen: A Travel- 
ogue from China. 

Like the earlier Delisle volume published 
by Drawn & Quarterly Books—Pyongyang: 
A Journey In North Korea—Shenzhen 
chronicles Delisle’s adventures {or is it misad- 
ventures?) as he supervises an outsourced 
Asian animation shop, this time in China. 

Like his Canuck-autobiographical prede- 
cessors—Chester Brown, Julie Doucet, Joe 
Matt, Seth and David Collie—Shenzhen is 
an intriguing mixture of the political filtered 
through the personal, pi i personal 
coloured by the political, a layered and 
deconstructive approach befitting a self- 
aware personality like Delisle. 

Dripping in wry humour, this is a book 
heavy with wonderfully human and extreme- 
ly grounded observations, by a contempo- 
rary stranger in a strange land, dealing with 
culture shocks big and small—including his 
ongoing irritation at the laundromat workers

MY GUT TELLS ME THIS IS LIKELY 
going to be the most boring review 
I've done. I can’t help it. There just 
wasn’t that much to get excited 
about at Haweli. 

We popped over to the Board- 
walk Market building the other day 
for lunch at the suggestion of a co- 
worker. Now, I love Indian food so it 
wasn't that tough of a sale, but had 
she mentioned that they serve a 
lunch buffet ($11.95), I might have 
balked. As much as I love Indian 
food (especially tandoori), I really, 
really dislike buffet style service. 
However, by the time I figured out 
that there was no a la carte service 
we were pretty much committed 
(and for all I know there might well 
have been—we weren't shown 
menus and I didn’t ask), so I bit my 
tongue and bellied up to the trough 
with everyone else. 

I stood in line surveying the offer- 
ings and planned my attack. There 
were all sorts of Indian favourites — 
saffron rice, dal, butter chicken, beef 
curry, pakoras, alu gobi, compound 
salads, as well as Caesar and spinach 
salad... Hang on. I still can’t for the 
life of me comprehend why they feel 
a need to offer the previously men- 
tioned cold salads, More to the 
point, if someone goes to an Indian 
restaurant and feels ripped off 
because Caesar salad isn’t on the 
menu, it’s too damn bad. Go to the 
Olive Garden if that’s what you 
want. 

As I stood and stared in disbelief 
at the cold salads, my wife nudged 
me from behind urging me to move 
forward. I told her to go ahead, 
claiming I was waiting for someone 
to bring out the big plates. So, she 
bumped in front of me and laughed 
out loud when she reached down to 
grab what could almost be described 
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as a platter rather than a dinner 
plate. These things are what the 
servers put normal plates on to bring 
them out to the dining room. The 
plates at Haweli are massive but, 
then again, that’s sort of the idea 
behind the place—buffet, big plates, 
bigger men... 

The single operational goal seems 
to be to feed frugal office workers 
copious amounts of food in a short 
period of time so that they can get 
back to their desks by 1:00 pm and 
complain/brag about how much 
they ate, with the implied assump- 
tion that it must have therefore been 
very good. 

Don’t get me wrong, I don’t blame 
the folks at Haweli, they’re just play- 
ing to their crowd. But it does bug 
me that so many Edmonton restau- 
rants seem to have had this expecta- 
tion thrust on them to survive the 
lunch crowd. I’ve asked a few folks 
what they think about Haweli, and 
invariably I’ve received portion 
descriptions, which is really too bad 
because the food is pretty good. 

I tried some butter chicken, which- 
was almost too mild for my tastes, 
but it had been slowly stewed ina 
nice sauce and was very tender and 
moist. Likewise the beef curry was 
excellent (although there was quite a 
bit more sauce than meat), and the 
vegetarian dishes I tried were very 
nice. The best part of the meal by far 
though was the nann bread, which 
they frequently bring to your table 
fresh from the tandoor. The worst 
part (and it was kind of my fault) 
was realizing that what I had 
thought was raita (cucumber, mint 
yogurt sauce) was in reality ranch 
dressing (of course... so ubiquitous 
in Indian food). 

You see, the ranch dressing was 
on the tray with the other typically 
Indian condiments—like chutney— 
so I made the rather obvious 
assumption and plopped a spoonful 
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WHAT, ARE YOU CHICKEN? 
Avoid the lunch rush, go for dinner 


on my dal. Instead of a nice cooling 
and pleasant sensation however, | 

was treated to.a mouthful of mayor 
naise. Yummy. 

Don’t get me wrong. There's nol 
ing wrong with Haweli, and in fac 
the food is very good. But | just can! 
say, “Wow! That was great!” 

It somehow seems they’ ve saci- 
ficed something for the sake of the 
outcome, and the end result is a 
disproportionate focus on feeding 
people. 

For me to say I really enjoyed my 
lunch would be a lot like saying 
making a deposit in a sperm banks 
the equivalent of a romantic inter 
lude—while both may end with the 
same outcome, the processes that 
lead you there are nothing alike 

So bottom line: If you like Indian 
food, try Haweli for dinner. If you 
just need to be fed... Well, a lot of 
places can do that.

DONT LET THE FACT THAT SOMERSET 
Maugham’s masterpiece The Con- 
stant Wife is 80-years-old fool you. 

It may look like a sedate, Edwar- 
dian drawing room comedy on the 
surface, but not-so-deep-down this 
oft-revived play is as salacious as 
any nighttime soap opera, posing 
some evergreen questions about 
gender equality and the true nature 
of marriage. 

For example, Brenda Robins, the 
Toronto actor starring as Constance 
Middleton (the titular constant wife, 
who pretends to be unware of her 
husband’s also-constant philander- 
ing) is amused by just how much 
interpersonal chaos her character 
puts up with in the course of the 
show. 

“What is so remarkable about her 
character is how she ignores how the 
people around her are behaving 
badly and how she finds a way to be 
happy and exist in her marriage 
despite this undercurrent of deceit,” 


Robins says. 

“The dynamic of the play is that 
you meet -all these other characters 
being confounded by this woman 
who's had years to develop this 
grateful acceptance of her life.” 

Described as the Desperate House- 
wives of its day by the Citadel The- 
atre’s publicity material, The Con- 
stant Wife does indeed boast all the 
sex, scandal, betrayal and gossip 
you'd see on a modern day evening 
soap about husbands and wives 
who stray. 

Granted, the steamy stuff is han- 
dled in a theatrically indirect fash- 
ion, spoken of in way more moder- 
ate language wrapped with several 
more modicums of wit, but the 
play’s central deconstruction of mat-

rimony’s sacred union (whether it’s 
based on ove or some kind of flexi- 
ble and pragmatic contract) would 
still have problems being fully 
accepted in Peoria. 

Take Bill and Hillary (Clinton, 
that is). Hillary stood by her man, 
even going so far as to play down 
his infidelity, knowing that being 

involved in a messy divorce would 
kill her own political career.

SOME OF THE MOST MEMORABLE 
small movies I’ve seen in the last few 
years have come from French direc- 
tors I haven't heard much about 
before or since. 

It’s pretty easy to overlook movies 
like Agnes Jaoui’s Le Gout des Autres, 
Jacques Audiard’s The Beat That My 
Heart Skipped, Cedric Khan's Rad 
Lights, or Emmanuelle Carrére'’s La 
Moustache—they barely get a chance 
to flash across local screens before 
they disappear in to the foreign film 


section of your strip-mall video store 
with misleading new cover art and 
endorsements from far-flung film 
festivals stamped on them. They're 
not movies that will land on year- 
end top 10 lists or launch their stars 
to international prominence, but 
they’re solidly made and, along with 
having a story to tell, they have 
something to say about the way peo- 
ple are. That each of these films does 
so in its own peculiar way is all to 
the good, and the one with the most 
peculiar story to tell might be La 
Moustache. 


Marc (Vincent Lindon), an afflu- 
ent professional in Paris, rids himself 
of the titular facial hair in the film's 





opening moments. He playfully 
hides this fact from his wife Agnes 
(Emmanuelle Devos) as long as he 
can, but when he finally unveils his 
newly shorn filtrum, she doesn’t say 
anything about it. Nor do the friends 
to whose home they go for a dinner 


Finally, Marc snaps at Agnés and 
demands she acknowledge the 
change in his appearance. Startled, 
she explains to him that he has never 
had a mustache. Marc's efforts to 
find proof for his mustachio‘d past 
yield no certainties. 

Thus begins Marc’s descent into 
existential torment—is he losing his 
mind, or has his wife brought his 





friends and colleagues in on elabo- 
rate prank at the expense of his sani- 
ty? The question becomes more 
pressing when other details of his 
personal history start to evaporate, 
further depriving him of proof that 
he is who he thinks he is. Teetering 
on the verge of a breakdown, Marc 
flees Paris, tearing himself away 
from the remaining signposts that 
remind him who he is. Will Marc’s 
family come to the rescue? Will he 
fashion a new identity from his 
strange and exotic new circum- 
stances? Will he grow another mus- 
tache? 

Clearly we're in absurdist territo- 
ry of the Kafkaesque stripe here, but 
Carrére gives everything the gloss of 
plausibility, setting it all against a

Blank, arictus-faced, middle-aged 
ex-con who returns to high school— 
one staffed entirely by disreputable 
adults—where her age, appearance 
and obnoxious personality keep her 
from fitting in, but her sub-par intel- 
ligence keeps her from noticing the 
revulsion she consistently inspires. 
This concept enjoyed three seasons 








on TV before making the jump to the 
big screen and ensuing DVD, where 
Blank’s celluloid escapades making 
friends, losing friends, alienating 
everyone and trying to win the 
school district science fair can be 
enjoyed in the same dimensions as 
the TV show. 

For a premise that lasted three 
seasons, SwC: The Movie has a hard 
time sustaining 90 minutes, but all 
that was said by many critics at the 
time of the movie's release. 

If you loved the movie, the 20 
additional minutes of deleted mater- 
ial is a bonus, but you'll still be glad 
the movie wasn’t any longer. There's 


also a giddy, gossipy audio track 
where Sedaris, Colbert, and Dinello 
praise the real actors who agreed to 
be in it, offer random insights into 
filmed comedy (Dinello: “This joke 
doesn’t work because it has too 
many words.”), and point out all the 
gags that are lifted directly from the 
show. In this case, people talking 
during the movie is not such a bad 
thing. 


UNNATURAL WONDER 

SwC’s provocations seem forced 
and limp in comparison to the dark 
underbelly of children’s entertain- 


slaves in building the world’s archi- 
tectural wonders), its often objection- 
able cartoons and its harrassment of 
the general public. A central element 
of every Wander Showzen is the 
deployment of Clarence, an extreme- 
ly annoying blue puppet that, often 
as not, prompts people on the street 
to direct profanity and threats at the 
off-screen puppeteer and camera- 
man. 

Much more disarming is the pre- 
cocious Trevor, 10-year-old host of 
the “news” segment Beat Kids, who 
offers disconcerting questions and 
disparaging remarks to butchers,

ment posed by WonderShowzen. As 
the warning at the beginning of each 
episode bodes, Wonder Showzen is 
not for children at all and anyone 
who would let a kid watch it is “a 
bad parent or guardian.” 

Series creators John Lee and Ver- 
non Chatman seem pretty disap- 
pointed with the disconnnect 
between the colourful, harmonious 
world of fun and learning depicted 
by shows like Sesame Street and The 
Electric Company and the grim reality 
imposed by, well, reality. So they co- 
opt the fuzzy puppets, precocious 
kids and hyperactive, colourful ani- 
mations to expose the darkness that 
awaits just beyond childhood 
There's plenty to laugh at, but it’s 
liberally admixed with confusion 
and shame about addiction, war, 
religion and the cruel toll of market 
capitalism. 

Wonder Showzen doesn’t just invite 
viewers to wallow in its abundant 
cynicism. No, it challenges viewers 
to tolerate its grating sounds and 
imagery, its objectionable themes 
(one segment salutes the role of 


well, grim reailty. 


tourists, and horse track patrons 
alike. In one segment, freckle-faced 
Trevor, clad as Hitler, goosesteps 
around a public park asking people 
what is wrong with the youth of 
today. One interviewee high-fives 
his Nazi salute 

in Season One's final episode, the 
Wonder Showzen gang explore the 
theme of patience by severely testing 
yours, subjecting you to 13 grating 
minutes of repetition and Clarence 
before throwing the show into 
reverse and showing the same 13 
minutes backward. It’s utterly per- 
verse, but is it art? Um, maybe. 

Special features include extended 
interviews and auditions with the 
multiethnic rainbow of cute kids that 
populate the show, and previews of 
Season Two, which has recently 
made it to DVD and which features, 
among other outrages, a segment 
where Trevor dressesas a dead pope 
and hangs out in front of a Catholic 
church.

WHETHER IT’S ROLE MODELS OR 
dudes that roll with models, | don’t 
seem to know anyone in real life 
who fits into either column.

"Keeping the Blues Alive” awards during 
the weekend, presented to those individuals 
and organizations who have excelled as 
blues journalists, music promoters, publi- 
cists, radio hosts, educators, and the like. 

The meat on the bone was the musical 
competition. The 23rd annual IBC featured 
64 acts competing in the “Acoustic” cate- 
gory and 95 in the “Band” category. Each 
act makes it to the competition after being 
selected by its local blues society. Perform- 
ing ifuncd and Friday at 17 venues on 
Beale Street, acts were given a 30-minute 
set each night to wow the judges. One win- 
ner was selected from each venue and 
those acts advanced to the finals Saturday 
in an ultimate "Batlle of the Blues Bands” 
that saw each act give it their all in a 20- 
minute performance for the judges. 

The “Acoustic” category winners were 
Nathan James and Ben Hernandez, repre- 


senting the Blues Lovers of San Diego. 
Armed with a National guitar and harp, 
James laid down solid grooves while Her- 
nandez accompanied him on vocals and a 
comucopia of instruments including wash- 
tub bass, jug, kazoo, whistle, and harmon- 
ica, Ragtime, Hokum, and traditional Delta 
blues were all on the menu and served up 
in fine style. 

“Band” winner Sean Carney, represent 
ing the Columbus Ohio Blues Alliance, was 
simply superb Bayi tasty, restrained 
guitar with echoes of T-Bone Walker, 
Jimmy Liggins, and Duke Robillard, Carney 
proved to be an able vocalist and compe- 
tent songwriter. His rhythm section—Steve 
Perakis on standup bass and drummer Eric 
Blume—provided the perfect backup. 

The great news for local blues hounds is 
that Sean Camey will be in Edmonton later 
this month. IF you couldn't make it to Mem- 
phis (and every self-respecting blues fan 
should be at least once), make sure you 
catch Sean Carney here oy the Blues on 
Whyte, starting February 19th.

IT HAD TO HAVE SOMETHING TO 
do with the “new Wild West” landscape of 
Fort Mac—the dust, the grime, the bags of 
money, the oil, the pipes, the oversized mon- 
ster trucks, the lack Poece, the mee (both 
in car form and self-administered), and the 
overall nonsense of the place.
